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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have amended the claims but failed to 
obviate the 35 USC 112, second para rejection. Applicants argue that the Moreau et al (1995) reference clearly shows specific binding to 
the IL-2R beta chain. However, contrary to applicants arguments, the monoclonal antibody of the reference selectively blocks the IL-2 
binding to its receptor on TS1 alpha cells (see abstract of reference and Figures 1-3 on page 1050). This is in contrast to the recitiation in 
claim 16 which recites "..exhibits IL-2 R beta-chain binding activity". Furthermore, it is suggested that claim 16, line 2, be amended to 
recite "...or an amino acid sequence that is at least 75% identical thereto....". 
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
